ACT I—Manrico, disguised, has been crowned victor of a. tourney by 
the Duchess Leonora. A love results, shared by both. One night, the 
Count, while in the Royal Gardens, is surprised by the voice of the singing 
troubadour. Leonora, attracted by the song, has come from the palace. 
Mistaking the Count for his unknown brother, she hastens to him. Man¬ 
rico has seen and is jealous. He and the Count duel, Manrico is not 
injured. He joins the army and leaves for the war, is wounded, and found 
on the battlefield by Azucena. She removes him to her mountain home 
and there restores him to health.
